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With the splendid rain for over a week, which 
came down gently, but steadily and every -bit of 
it soaked down into the parched earth, the nice 
sunshine which has shown up finally makes all 
Nature take on a freshened appearance, with a 
new green dress, all washed clean and bright. It 
was sure worth many millions to California and 
hundreds to each of us individually, I have been 
using every possible spare hour dgging up the 
garden out ion the 2x4 ranch and advise everybody 
else to do the same thing, for several reasons. In 
the first place, if the ground is spaded up now 
it conserves the water, as all of it soaks in and 
none of it runs off and gets lost to the soil, which 
benefit will be manifest lateron. Secondly, it en- 
sures an early spring garden, wth all kinds of 
nice vegetables and beautiful flowers, mot 
only give pleasure, but is a saving on the house- 
hold expense—also it is much nicer to dig the 
vegetables, fresh out of the garden as wanted. I 
have potatoes, peas, carrots, onions and_ lettuce 
already up and growing with turnips, beets, kale, 
spinach and other th’ngs planted, and strawberry 
and cabbage plants coming on fine. I have fifty 
rose bushes all manured and dug around, pruned 
and cared for, and pick bouquets of roses off of 
them now every few days. Early in the spring 
they will: lbe a wilderness of beautiful bloom, and 
I am now planting sweet peas all around the 
fences. Thirdly, and by no means least, all this 
furnishes needed outdoor exercise in the fresh 
air and sunshine and is the best tonic for good 
health known. All of us whose work takes us 
away from Nature ought to do th's kind of work 
in spare hours. There are many benefits to it, no 
detriment at all and it is therefore all to the 
good. P. $.—Incidentally it pleases the good wife, 
who in turn cooks us up something good to eat 
to satisfy the prodigious appetite the outdoor 
exercise engenders.
